one percent of the population. 
“You have one percent of the population protecting 
the other 99 percent,” he said. “Be sure to thank a vet- 
eran for that. But do not just do it on Veterans Day, do 
it on any day.” 
It was on Nov. 11, 1918 that the Armistice brought 
World War I to its conclusion of “the war to end all 
wars,” and in 1954, the day officially became known 
as “Veterans Day.” Today, all across the country on 
Nov. 11, people pause to reflect on the sacrifices 
made by that small percentage of the population 
who selflessly served for the freedoms Americans 
enjoy today. 

Gerard talked about the sacrifices made by the 
most recent group of veterans who went through 
the War on Terror and served the country in either 
Afghanistan or Iraq. Gerard said their service may 

be over, but they and their family’s struggles may 
just be beginning. 
He said while some soldiers have returned from ser- 
vice, others have not and all of their families could be fight- 
ing a war of their own. 
“We lost many soldiers during the conflicts in [Iraq and 
Afghanistan,” Gerard said. “The ‘war’ might technically be

School are mourning the loss of one of their own this 
week following the death of a student over the week- 
end, Interim School Superintendent William Sapelli 
confirmed Tuesday. 

According to Sapelli, an AHS student unexpectedly 
passed away on Sunday Nov. 13, though he declined 
to provide the student’s name or how she died. She 
was later identified as Ashlee M. Glod, 16, a grade 10 
student at the school. 

Earlier this week, Agawam Police Lt. Richard Light 
confirmed that police are investigating the circum- 
stances of her death. 

“With any sudden death, there is an investigation 
regardless of [the individual’s] age,” he said.

AGAWAM — The Agawam City Council 
voted last Wednesday night to approve the 
borrowing of funds to make “green” improve- 
ments to Agawam Junior High School. 

The junior high roof has been in a state of 
disrepair for some time and an emergency 
resolution to make an application and $60,000 
for design funding for the September meeting 
of the Massachusetts School Building Author- 
ity was approved in July by the City Council. 

The town learned at the end of September 
that it would be receiving $1,623,368 for the 
proposed project. 

The scope of the work will include replac- 
ing the entire roof, windows, and doors at the 
junior high. 

The council approved the bonding of 
$2,954,386 for the entire project. The $1.6 
million will represent an approximate reim- 
bursement of 57.4 percent, said John Walsh, 
chairman of the city council finance sub-com- 
mittee. 

The committee made a recommendation to 
the council to approve the resolution to bor- 
row the funds, stating the town was getting an 
excellent value for a much-needed project. 

“After this grant, the town will pay just $1.3 
million,’ said councilor Gina Letellier. ““We 
are getting more for our money and it’s a win- 
win for the town.” 

Councilor George Bitzas also said he sup- 
ported the resolution. 
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Council approves borrowing funds for ‘green’ 


“We are getting a lot for the money we are 
approving,’ he said. “With the new windows 
and doors we will save energy and the town 
money there. I hope the bidding goes quickly 
and the kids will get to enjoy the improve- 
ments to the building soon.” 

The borrowing authorization requires a two- 
thirds vote, or eight members of the council. It 
was approved unanimously. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen said bonding was 
the best method because of town’s “exception- 
al” bond rating. 

He went on to say that the town will be 
consulting with the school district on how 
it approaches the bonding issue and said he 
hopes resolutions will be brought forward 
to the school committee and city council for 
approval. If bonding is the chosen method, a 
two-thirds vote, or eight members of the coun- 
cil, must approve the bond for it to pass. 

The current roof at Agawam Junior High 
School is more than 25 years old and Cohen 
said the roof is more than five years past its 
warranty, making replacement the more logi- 
cal approach to repairing it. He said the door 
and window replacements are also way over- 
due. 

“This building is more than 40 years old,’ 
said Cohen. “And unfortunately, we have not 
done very much work to it.” 

In other city council news, the council ap- 
proved a contract between the town and the 
Building Maintenance Association. The con- 
tract funding was similar to the contracts for 
five other unions. The contract issues resulted

in a huge dispute earlier this year between the 
City Council and the unions. 

Several council members were displeased 
and against approving | and 2 percent raises 
for fiscal years 2013 and 2014, respectively. 
They were concerned with the growing bur- 
den on the budget, which is in trouble due to 
dwindling state aid. 

City councilors turned down the motion 
and asked the mayor to attempt to renegotiate 
with the unions.

Golba waiting on city council approval for cleanup

AGAWAM — Two weeks after the Oc- 
tober Nor’easter that incapacitated Western 
Mass for days, leaving many homeown- 
ers and business without power for up to a 
week, the town of Agawam is still working 
on cleaning up debris left behind in Mother 
Nature’s wake. 

According to Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Christopher Golba, work 
crews have cleaned up fallen tree debris 
on roughly 20 different roads in town. But 
given the fact that nearly all of Agawam’s 
128 miles of roadway were affected by the 
storm — some worse than others — Golba said 
cleaning up is going to take some time. 

Earlier this week, Golba said he was in 
the process of setting up a special meeting 
with the city council to request the ability to 
deficit spend for the cleanup, which would 
allow him to hire a subcontractor to assist 
in the cleanup. 

Golba said he was hoping to hire the 


contractor working in Springfield and West 
Springfield since they have the equipment 
necessary to handle a substantial amount 
of debris. The equipment that the DPW has 
“isn’t designed to do it,” he said. 

But Golba said he is not able to sign a 
contract with an outside agency without city 
council approval. 

He was scheduled to meet with them 
Wednesday, Nov. 16. 

Once funding is available, Golba said he 
would be able to contract the work out and 
would set up a schedule for cleanup, which 
would be posted on the town’s website 
(www.agawam.ma.us) and in this newspa- 
per. 

Work crews will remove tree debris from 
the October storm that is left along the tree 
belt, he said. The cleanup schedule will be 
flexible, depending on the amount of clean- 
up needed. 

“A street we think might take all day may 
take two hours,” he said, adding, “Suffice it 
to say we’re in the process of organizing and 
planning to remove debris.”

Flu shots are nothing 
to sneeze at 


t’s your first and most important defense 
[= fighting this serious disease, which 

each year kills about 36,000 people na- 
tionwide and hospitalizes more than 100,000 
people because of complications. 

It’s the flu vaccine — and this year about 
166 million flu shots, well over last year’s 
number, are being produced as part of an 
ongoing effort by public health officials to 
encourage more people to get vaccinated. 
Nearly half of children ages 6 months to 
17 years were immunized last season, com- 
pared to 41 percent of all adults, estimates 
the Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion (CDC). 

According to Dr. Sarah Haessler from 
the Infectious Disease Division at Baystate 
Medical Center, the strains of flu expected 
to circulate during the 2011-2012 flu season 
are identical to last season, including the 
HIN1 virus. 

Back in July, the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration (FDA) approved the formulation of 
this year’s vaccine which will protect against 
the type of influenza A virus that caused the 
HIN1 (swine flu) pandemic, another type of 
influenza A virus (H3N2), and a type of in- 
fluenza B virus. 

Similar to last year, the CDC is recom- 
mending that just about everyone be vacci- 
nated — including those 6 months and older, 
unless you are allergic to eggs or your doc- 
tor recommends against it because of certain 
pre-existing conditions. Also, the CDC says 
that babies and children ages 6 months to 8 
years old will require two shots this year, un- 
less they were vaccinated last year, in which 
case they will only need one. 

And, the time to be vaccinated is now. 

Influenza activity usually lasts from Octo- 
ber to May in the United States and normally 
peaks in January or February. However, sea- 
sonal flu activity can occur as late as May. 

Haessler noted people should remember

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would not be the great country it is without 
these people defending it.” 

Boldyga said there are more than 22.7 mil- 
lion in the military currently, with 420,000 
coming from Massachusetts alone.

AGAWAM — To celebrate Veterans Day 
this year, the Roberta G. Doering School 
hosted its annual “Take a Veteran to School 
Day” program on Wednesday, Nov. 9. The 
event, which was held at schools nationwide, 
was organized locally by fifth grade teacher 
Betty Murphy. 

Veterans and soldiers from wars past and 
present were greeted by school staff with a 
coffee hour, and then honored with poetry 
recited by fifth and sixth grade winning po- 
etry contest entrants. The students’ admira- 
tion for the vets was obvious. Their poems 
were heartfelt. 

One student, Natalie, read, “Helpful. Car- 
ing. Fighting. Serving. Defending. Kept 
our Home Safe. Saviors.” The crowd was 
touched, especially knowing that some of 
the students have family members still in 
service. 

“There are some amazing stories,’ said 
Principal Marc Costanzi, “This event gives 
it new meaning. The kids are appreciative.” 

All the armed forces were represented 
— from men who very recently returned from 
Iraq or Afghanistan, to men and women of 
Desert Storm, to World War II veterans, in- 
cluding one who brought an array of photos 
and medals to share. The students showed 
great respect for the young and old veter- 
ans as they were escorted to their assigned 
classrooms, walking patiently with the older 
ones, and appreciating the strength of the 
younger ones who carried their full, heavy 
packs into the school to show the kids. 

The ceremony opened with some words 
from Costanzi. 

““We’re proud to have you here,’ he said. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen then thanked all 
the veterans for their service and dedication. 
“You are role models for the students,’ he 
said. 

Priscilla Peterson, U.S. Coast Guard 
Storekeeper First Class, visited Celeste 
Basile’s fifth grade classroom where she was 
peppered with questions from students. 

Although she had never learned math until 
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her training began, Peterson told students she 
found her job as a storekeeper “easy.” She 
spent her day managing uniforms (purchas- 
ing, inventory, shipping) and balancing the 
books. She told the students that although 
“they didn’t let girls go to war” during her 
time, she had been willing to fight if neces- 
sary. 

“T went to help my country,” she said. 

Before her service from 1944-1946 at age 
23, Peterson volunteered as a nurse’s aide 
for the Red Cross. Coming from a military 
family, with a twin sister and also a brother 
in military service, it was an easy transition 
for her. 

Proudly wearing her uniform, she told 
students the importance of keeping fit. 
She described helping others to make their 
bunks, and their daily training routine which 
included classroom time, lots of swimming, 
climbing six flights of stairs, marching (and 
singing), and “three hours of tests every 
Friday.” Students giggled as she told them 
about being told to “scrub the head,” which 
she translated as having to clean a bathroom. 
She worked out of Boston, and trained in 
Palm Beach, Fla. and said she shared memo- 
ries of pool time and jukeboxes while in 
Florida. “They don’t have fun like that any- 
more,’ she added. 

After peace was declared, Peterson took 
courses through the GI Bill including those 
in medical terminology, which led her to 
work in a doctor’s office. She said her vol- 
unteer time with the Red Cross helped to 
get her the job, and she encouraged kids to 
volunteer. 

“You are helping people, but helping 
yourself, too,” she said. 

The students were interested in how she 
learned to train, what types of foods she had 
to eat, and whether or not she got to work on 
a ship. Her message to them was very clear. 
“Whatever you do, do it as well as you can 
and learn to be proud of yourself,’ she said. 

As she closed, she told the class, “I wasn’t 
going to say anything, but today is my twin 
sister’s birthday!” Of course, she was re- 
warded with an impromptu chorus of “Hap- 
py Birthday.”

Elderly man struck, killed 
on Springfield Street

FEEDING HILLS — An 85-year-old 
Feeding Hills man was killed last week 
when he was struck by a motor vehicle, said 
Agawam Police Lt. Eric Gillis. 

According to a statement released by po- 
lice, the department responded to Springfield 
Street at the intersection of Hastings Street at 
4:49 p.m. on Nov. 10 for a motor vehicle ac- 
cident. Upon arrival, officers found that the 
crash involved one motor vehicle and an el- 
derly male pedestrian. 

The victim — who was later identified as 
Edwin Smith of Kensington Street in Feed- 
ing Hills — was transported to Baystate Med- 
ical Center by Agawam Fire Department 
paramedics with life-threatening injuries.

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BOSTON - Lieutenant Governor Timothy 
Murray recently announced that the Patrick- 
Murray Administration’s Registry of Motor 
Vehicles (RMV) will begin offering Massa- 
chusetts veterans the option to have the word 
“Veteran” appear on their driver’s license or 
identification card, starting in January 2012.

There is no additional cost for the “Vet- 
eran’ designation, as long as it is added dur- 
ing an individual’s license renewal process.

“Having an official ‘Veterans’ designa- 
tion on Massachusetts licenses and identifi- 
cations has been a long-standing request of 
the Commonwealth’s veterans community,” 
said Secretary of Veterans’ Service Coleman 
Nee. “This designation will not only make it 
easier for veterans to take advantage of spe- 
cial discounts and incentives offered to them 
by the private industry, but it will also help 
our first-responders and benefits specialists 
to identify and coordinate veterans with re- 
sources and services that they have earned, 
especially in times of crisis. On behalf of 
the veteran community, I thank Secretary 
of Transportation Rich Davey and Registrar 
Rachel Kaprielian for their hard work and 
dedication in making this proposal a real- 
ity.”

AGAWAM — The Agawam football team 
has certainly struggled this year, especially 
against the upper echelon of the AA Confer- 
ence. 

But they will try to salvage a part of their 
season when they take on West Springfield 
on Thanksgiving morning at Harmon A. 
Smith Field at Agawam High School. 

The Brownies have a record of 0-10 head- 
ing into their final regular season game. West 
Springfield, which plays in the Suburban 
League, has a record of 6-3 heading into their 
game this Friday against Putnam. A loss this 
Friday evening would likely put the Terriers 
out of playoff contention. 

The Terriers played in the tournament last 
season but Putnam has been giving a lot of 
teams headaches all season long. 

Agawam will be seeking to avenge three 
consecutive losses to the Terriers, including 
a shutout last year as the Brownies had to 
make do with a shorter clock and some of 
their players missing after hazing incident 
marred the end of the season. 

This year, under new coach Rick Jewell, 
the Brownies have gone through their share 
of struggles, specifically on defense. The 
Brownies has allowed teams to continuously 
score on them all season long, and have of- 
ten found themselves with huge deficits be- 
fore halftime. 

Agawam’s offense has also struggled, but 
they have performed well enough at times 
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nine minutes into the game. 
It was during a second con- 
secutive penalty corner at- 
tempt that Daubitz received 
a pass from near the top of 
the circle. She would redi- 
rect a shot into the goal to 
make it 1-0. 

Allison McCluskey scored 
the game’s second goal early 
in the second half, getting 
a funny hop on her way 
and sending it into the goal 
to make it 2-0. Kopyscin- 
ski scored the final goal for 
Agawam later in the half to 
secure the win. 

Agawam’s season ends at 
12-5-3. Agawam scored a 
combined seven goals in the 
tournament prior to being 
shutout by Longmeadow.

In last year’s game, Agawam was shutout 
in their annual Thanksgiving Day match up 
with West Springfield. 

The Terriers dominated possession of the 
ball in a 20-0 win at West Springfield High 
School’s Clark Field. They received an ex- 
cellent game from running back Joe Maratea, 
who scored twice in the victory. 

The Brownies received a good perfor- 
mance from fill-in quarterback A. J. Efstra- 
tios. But the West Springfield defense was 
too much for Agawam’s running, giving 
them little to work with on offense. 

The Terriers held Agawam to just 47 to- 
tal yards rushing. Efstratios, who handled a 
number of direct snaps for quarterback keep- 
ers ran for zero yards being pushed back and 
forth. 

He had more success as a passer in this 
game, going 5-for-10 for a total of 60 yards. 
He was missing part of his offensive line, re- 
sulting in a number of hurried chances. 

This year, the Brownies will have a quar- 
terback running the game at Thanksgiving. It 
will either be Mario Rigali, who spent most 
of the time starting this season, or up-and- 
coming quarterback Nick Vecchiarelli, who 
has spent some time taking snaps during the 
latter part of the season.
